Applicants must be mem- 
bers of the ARRL and be sponsored by an ARRL-affiliated club, There is no 
restriction on the course of study, but applicants must be enrolled in or 

have been accepted by an accredited university or college and intend to seek 

a baccalaureate degree, Preference will he given to residents of Ohio, Ken- 
tucky, Indiana, Illinois, the District of Columbia, Maryland, and Northern 
Virginia. The Edwin S. Van Deusen Scholarship pays $250. Applicants must 
have been accepted or enrolled in an accredited 2-year technical school and 
intend to seek an Associate degree in a science-related area. Area preference 
is the same as the Gore Scholarship.

PROTECTING YOUR MOBILE EQUIPMENT by Dick Cullen, WBYAGT: Now that you have 
your new Ichiban with full band/ channel capability mounted in your car, 
have you made provisions to protect it from your neighborhood rip-off artist? 
You just spent $600 for that new rig (or $200 plus crystals) and it's mounted 

nh a_gimbel bracket with-only- two- thumbscrews between it-and it's-next-owner 
after he unlocks the door with a coathanger! Next morning you walk out and 
you have a new statistic to add to the growing police files. With money get- 
ting tight and prices rising like skyrockets, it's worth a few dollars to head 
off this growing menace, 


To begin with, why not get out that engraving tool and put your call on the 
back so it can easily be identified. T spent three dollars recently for one 
of these tools, with decals which warn anyone interested that I plan on keep- 
ing my rig. Next, how about rumaging through the junk box for a microswitch 
and a toggle switch. With a bit of wire, a couple of bolts, and a bit of sol- 
der you can fix the bracket up so that the horn of the car will blow whenever 
some unauthorized nut tries to take the goodies. Suppose you would like to 
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stop the equipment snatcher before he gets to your new toy. Eico has vibration 
sensors available which can be wired to blow the horn or other alarm if someone 
starts tinkering while you are away. Many ingenious schemes can be devised i‘

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CLASS E TABLED: The FCC reportedly has decided to table further consideration 
of Class E CB on 220 MHz until the end of 1975, while awaiting further develop- 
ments in 20120 (CB restructuring ), CB auto identifying and 20282 (amateur re- 
structuring). Under way will be investigation of possibility of 216-220 MHz 
band (right next to channel 10 TV 210-216 MHz) which Canada is considering for 
GRS (CB). They will also consider 902-904 MHz in light of 900MHz land mobile 
band and UHF devices it will bring and expansion of 460 Class A CB band.

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BICENTENNIAL CALLSIGN SCHEME - has been released, and as expected all FCC-li- 
censed amateurs can have some fun with it in 1976 if they're so inclined. 
Stateside alternate prefixes are straight forward, with WA becoming AA, WB is 
AB, K changes to AD and even repeaters getting an optional AF. Outside the 
contiguous U.S. is where the fun really begins, however, with Samoa becoming 
AH 3 and an Alaskan Novice an AL1. Use of the alternate prefixes is entirely 
optional and no paperwork will be required. Just remember they don't go into 
effect until 05002 January 1, 1976 and are good until January 1, 1977. 
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
